Dr. Hamilton Again. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, July 14.—Consulting Surgeon 
Hamilton says what are ordinarilv considered 
by the surgeons as great crises in such wounds 
as l’resident Gartield’s were now things of the 
past and he has confidence that the President 
will continue to mend. Dr. Hamilton still 
inclines to the impression that the ball is not 
deeply imbedded and unlikely to give serious 
trouble. It mayturnupin the most unex- 
pected situation. The splendid constitution 
ofthe President, his regular habits and the 
absence of vestiges of any complicating dis- 
ease, led the doctor to believe the wound will 
heal kindly. 


In the President’s Chamber. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., July 14.—The Presi- 
dent’s physicians are much pleased with the 
progress of the case. During the night, as 
wili be seen bv the morning bulletin, the out- 
ward symptoms show a marked 
improvement. The President bore the dressing 
of tht wound this a. m. with less discomfort 
than on any previous occasion and says he 
feels much better. The wound has been dis- 
charging laudable pus during the night and 
the signs of healing are more marked. He 
has little fever and takes even more nourish- 
ment to-day than yesterday. Instead 
of crowing weaker he is growing 
stronger. When questioned as to this matter 
be drew up both legs and used both hands 
and moving his body in evidence of his 
strength. It was a weak exhibition of cou- 
rage, but it showed that he was very 
strong for a very sick man, 
Among the messages received at the 
White House were copies of sympathetic 
and congratulatory resolutions adopted by 
Gen. Lander Post,G. A. R., Lynn, Mass.; 
Knights of St. Peter, Washington, and the 
Catholic Knights of America, now assembled 
in council in Cincinnati. 


An Experiment. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch: 

WASHINGTON, July 14.—Experiments are 
now being made by Prof. Graham Bell and 
Prof. Simon Newcomb to ascertain the effect 
of the newly improved invented induction bal- 
ance in searching for metal beneath a sub- 
ject’s skin, with a view to hunting for the ball 
which has caused the President’s suffering. 
The invention is Prof. Bell’s and he ciaims 
for it that an electrical current can be estab- 
lished between the balance and metal hidden 
more than an inch below the {surface; 
that by passing the balance over the sus- 

cted part of the body, if the ball

be will be able to detect atinkling sound by 
means of a telephone Diacedatthe ear. The 
experiment will be watched witb great inter-

Danger Almost Passed. 
WASHINGTON, July 14.—The President 
is still better to-day and improving. The 
doctors all agree that he is getting better 
right along, and that the danger is about 
passed. Hebad a better appetite to-day, 


and bas taken more food. Evervthing is 
very quiet at the White House and but few 
callers. The members of the Cabinet do not 
go there regularly inthe morning now, but 
gototheir respective departments, where 
they receive bulletins from the President. 


Bright Faces. 
WASHINGTON, July 14.—There is a marked 
change in the scene about the Executive 
Mansion this morning compared with that 
which prevailed continuously since’ the 
President was wounded. Bright and cheer- 
ful expressions have taken the place of sad 


and mournful ones, and the encourag- 
ing statements made by the _ attending 
physicians relative tothe ultimate recovery of 
the President have the effect of relieving that 
terrible anxiety which has been prevalent for 
nearly afortnight. Heretofore the attaches 
of the White House, as well as those who 
were there onbusiness in connection 
with the President’s illness, and 
those calling to make personal 
inquiries, might have been observed in 
croups conversing in monotones, while to- 
day the sadness occasioned by the attempted 
assassination and fears which betokened that 
recovery was doubtful have given place to 
brighter hopes, and the general drift of con- 
versation is mere cheery and pleasant, indi- 
cating the great satisfaction which prevails 
regarding the patient’s condition. Especially 
was this noticeable in the expressions of mem- 
bers of the Cabinet leaving the White Honse 
this morning, each of whom made pleasing 
and satisfactory replies to all interrogations 
regarding the present condition. The day is 
bright and pleasant, with a very refreshing 
breeze, the result of the heavy’shower which 
occurred last night. 

The guard is still kept. about the White 
House grounds on patrol duty, and will 
probably be continued until the President is 
able to be about. The refrigerating appar- 
atus, under the supervision of Major Powell, 
is practically finished, and all noise caused by 
its construction has ceased, leaving the Man- 
sionand surroundings perfectly quiet and 
pleasant.

We administered yester- 
day at 6 p.m. anoma of soap and water, 
which was promptly followed by 
a copious movement of normal consistence 
and color.

TORNADO TORN.

Almost Total Devastation of May- 
er Township, Minnesota. 


_— — 
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The Cyclone Destroys a Bridge, a 
Church, and Blows Down Houses 
and Stores in Its Fury. 


BENSON, MINN., July 14.—Th2 township of 
Mayer, in the vicinity of Fairfield Post Office, 
was Visited by a terrific wind storm, tornado 
or cyclone about 9 oclock. The storm seemed 
to come from the northwest, veering around 
southward until it assumed almost an easter- 
ly direction, and levelled everything movable 
in its course. From Dr.Marshall of Appleton - 
who was called to attend the wounds,the fol- 
lowing facts are learned: The first house in 
the track of the tempest was that of Wesley 
Harener, who lives on the west bank of the 
Perume de Terre River in Mercer. It tore 
down over the hill, leveling the trees around 
hishouse and prostrated it in an instant, 
throwing the man and his family out of doors 
and leaving them bruised and 
drenched and houseless, and bereft 
of everything, except the clothing on 
their bodies. They have suffered some vety 
severe injuries, but none of them dangerous. 
Four out of five horses were killed outright. 
Next the storm took the bridge—a wagon 
bridge of a single span about forty feet—and 
lifting it from its foundation,turned it over 
and dropped it about four’ rods 
down the river where it now 
lies. On the north and upper 
side of the bridge stood a small blacksmith 
shop which it utterly demolished, passing 
on to the blacksmith’s house which it tore to 
pieces in its fury, burling the man and wife 
andtwochildren quite a distance from the 
building. A boy and girl about 5 and 7 years 
old were insensible when the doctor left and 
in a dangerous condition from their 
wounds, while the mother was. scarceiy bet- 
ter off, owing to her delicate condition. Next 
in the course of destruction came the stone 
building of Mrs. Geo. Truin, in which she 
lived and kept a store and post office. She 
and her children and T. B. Boyle, a 
clerk, stayed in the house until the win- 
dows blew in, when they ran. out 
and Jay on the grass. They seareely got out 
when the building was blown to pieces and 
with all its contents scattered over the prairie. 
Mrs. Truin is a widow, and is rendered 
destitute by this misfortune. The 
next house visited was that. of 
Henry Miller, which was unroofed 
and the upper part of it blown away wittiall 
the clothing, leaving the inmates to e 
mercy of the elements. Mrs. Miller sustaidéd » 
a very severe shock from fright and prostr. 
tion. Geo. Kepner, the oldest resident, 
who lives just south of he 
bridge, suffered most severely from ‘the 
storm. The house in which he “was 
living and the new one he was erecting were 
both blown down and destroved. The frame 
of the carpet: loom in the old building which 
held up the falling walls was-all that prevent- 
ed the death of some of its inmates, as under 
this rude but substantial shel- 
ter they crouched for safety 
until the storm was over. Partofthe floer 
was blown away and a vow was blown intothe 
cellar. The new Church ofthe United Breth- 
ren, standing close by, was no obstacle to the 
wrath of the tempest and was razed to the 
ground. Thesqare all the houses damaged in 
the vicinity which the tornado visited, but 
one or two bousesinanorth and northwest- 
erly direction were unroofed and farther west 
and not far from Carroll a house had totally 
disappeared. Two lives were.lost. It was re- 
ported here in Benson that a German named 
Vrige, who lives northwest of Harener’s a 
mile or so, and one child were killed.

DULUTH AND SUPERIOR. 


The Ups and Downs of Two Rival Rail- 
road Towns. 
Duluth (Minn.) Cor. Chicago Tribune. 


Duluth, the ‘‘zenith city of the unsalted 


seas,’? as one Jay Cooke’s hired men called 
it, is enjoying the last days of its supremacy 
as the terminus of the Northern Pacific on 
Lake Superior. It was not the site Jay Cooke 
selected for the end ef the tirst road he built 
to Lake Superior, the St. Paul and Duluth. 
[It was never meant by nature to be the end 
of anything except itself. It came to be made 
arailroad terminus by aseries of mishaps 
and misunderstandings. No one can stand 
under the beetling hills at Duluth that run 
down almost to the very rim of the lake, and 
look across at the level plateau of 
Superior and not see that the 
city has been put in the wrong 
place. Proctor Knott,in his famous Duluth 
speech, speaks ofthe city as ‘lying around 
loose on the prairies.’’ In fact, itis 80 crowd- 
ed in that most of it lies on aslantof 45 de- 
grees rising from the edge of the lake. But, 
though like St. Petersburg, most untitly lo- 
cated, it will, likethe Russian capital, survive 
the blunder ofits founder. There will al- 
ways be a Duluth, and Duluth will grow, but 
across the bay is ari-ing the real metropolis of 
Lake Superior. Duluth was wild with ex- 
citement July 6. Jay Cooke had gone. Vil- 
lard had come. Long live Villard! Duluth 
has been lying foriorn for cight years on the 
narrow strip vetween its desolate hillsides 
and the lake waiting for the 
magic touch that would call _ it 
back to life. Its population was 5,000 
in 1872, and only 1,500 in 1877. Reai estate 
sank from #100 a foot for the best business 
property to whatever a foot anybody chose to 
vive, and for years nobody chose to give any- 
thing. With the recovery of the Northern 
Pacific Duluth began to grow again. In the 
census of 1880 itis given a population of 3,500 
and it claims a growth of 500 since, It has 
wo elevators. One with a capacity of 1,000,- 
000 bushels has just been finished at a cost of 
$208,000, Foundations for another are being 
laid, and two more are planned for the 
next two years. A _ blast furnace is in 
successful operation. Iron ore is brought 
from Marquette, limestone from Kelley’s 
dsiands, where the grapes are grown, and 
coal from Cleveland. This furnace sells its 
pig iron product to St. Paul, Stillwater and 
even St. Louis. Numbers of sawmills are in 
operation. The town has a new saloon 
called **The New Version.’’ Thereisto bea 
new version of Duluth. Prosperity is com- 
ing back. Parties are prospecting at Missaba 
Mountain, sixty miles awav from Duluth, at 
Vermillion Lake, to determine the quality 
and limits of an immense deposit of iron, 
long known to be there. If the reports are 
encouraging money is pledged to build a 
standard gauge road from Lake Superior to 
the mines. - Real estate has recovered so far 
that owners are again asking $100 a foot for 
the best business property, and almost get- 
ting it. 

DPuiutn soowed Mr. Villard all it had to 
offer and did not forget to throw in judicious 
bints about the misfortunes and inferiority of 
poor, decayed Superior City, across in Wis- 
consin. The men of Duluth laugh loud and 
long at Superior, but they have not yet 
laughed last. Mr. Villard bad business in 
Superior and he and his party were placed on 
a scow agd towed across. Superior is in 
Wisconsin, eight miles from Duluth, which 
\is in Minnesota. It is a larger city than New 
York but it is not built up yet. t has been 
one of the municipal regulations for years 
that the grass should be mown in the avenues 
ut the same time it Wascut inthe side streets. 
The inhabitants were waiting for Mr. Villard. 
They have been waiting for him for twenty- 
five years. Twenty-tive years ago they built 
docks to receive the commerce of the great 
West, luid out a great town with streets and 
avenues, but the dock on which Mr. Villard 
stepped ashore was rotting like half a dozen 
others, and the streets throngh which he was 
uiriven were better pastures than prome- 

ades. The romantic vicissitudes of Web- 
ster town enistence can never be better seen 
thun in the bistorv of Superior. It is an ex- 
treme illustration of the uncertainties of 
Western life. On paper it was as large and 
magnificent as the ELden to which Martin 
Chuzzlewit was lured, but here the resem- 
biance ends, for Superior was founded on 
an honest idea, and must live. Its projectors 
were right in foreseeing that it had a destiny. 
It was their misfortune to see it a generation 
too soon. No Western city had a better 
start than this one. It Was the con- 
ception of a coterie of the most brilliant men 
of President Buchanan’s time. These men 
saw fromthe map and what they heard from 
the pionecrs and trappers that this plain at 
the end of Lake Superior was at the head of 
the great lake system and had the vast, fertile 
West atits back. Its future looked better 
than that of Chicago, or St. Paul, or Milwau- 
kee. Wm. H. Newton, now in Orleans, was 
sent with Messrs. Geo. L. Becker and Judge 
Nelson, now prominent in St. Paul, to look 
over the ground. They went in 1853, and re- 
orted that the half had not beentold. The 
Superior Land Company was atonce form- 
ed. and obtained possession of the whole 
town site. Among the stockholders were 
the present Mayor Riwe, of St. Paul; 
James Stinson, son of a wealthv citizen of 
Chicago: Gen. John L. DaWson, once United 
States Senator from Pennsylvania; Gen. 
Jobn C. Breckinridge, of Kentucky, and 
James B. Beck and ex-Gov. B. Magofttin, of 
the same State; Jesse D. Bright, once United 
States Senator from Indiana; the Wal- 
bridges, of Toledo; Judge Charles P. Daly 
andthe Rey. Jared P, Flagg, of New York. 
The Washington bankers Corcoram and 
Riggs put their money into the Superior 
Land Company, andthe late Tem Scott beld 
shares initfor fifteen years. All the stock 
wastaken. A land grant like that of the 
filinois Central was obtained for the Ne- 
braska and Superior Railroad, which was to 
empty the richesof the West into the lap 
of Superior. Hotels, stores, real estate 
offices and other gambling places were built. 
In three years a population of 2,500 
gathered, and in 1556 twenty-five foot lots 
sold on Second street for $1,00Q each. Two 
newspapers were started. Land company 
shares rose to fabulous tigures. One share 
resenting one-twenty-seventh of the en- 
terprise sold for $80,000, and one-quarter of 
a share sold for $25,000, Trade was good, 
speculation rife, the future bright. Every- 
one who had friends wrote to them to come 
to Superior. A wvreat many Kentuckians 
settied there. They brought thousands of 
dollars and put them into buildings and 
lands and otber speculations. There was no 
Duluth. Fourteen years after lots on Second 
street, in Superior, sold for $1,000 each; land 
where Duluth now is sold for ®& 
an acre. Galena, in Illinois, was then 
the great trading town of the West, 
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and Representave Washburn of that city 
pricked the bubble that was dancing in the 
eyes of Superior. Itwas discovered that in 
ssing the bill. for the land grant of the 
Nebraska and Lake Superior Railroad an 
“or?? had been changed into an ‘and,’’ and 
the land grantthus doubled. Fraud was 
charged and the land gtant repealed. The 
panic of 1857 fell. Superior’s tide of fortune 
ebbed as rapidly as ithad risen. Hundreds 
of people left in the fall of 1857. Many who 
came With thousands of dollars had to beg 
their passage back to their homes. ars 
robably most of those who remained, sta d 
because they had to. They were stuck. 
By 1860 the population had run down 
to 400. Among those who staid was 
Dr. James Bardon, now editing the Superior 
Times. The day that the Vil acd party visit- 
ed Superior was the twenty-fourth anniver- 
sary of bis arrival there July 6, 1357. Dreary 
years followed. and it is not to be wondered 
at that one of *‘the old inhabitants’’ said the 
other day that his bad been ‘a life badly 
spent.”” The Superior Land Company dis- 
solved, the land was divided in fee simple, 
and the metropolis went into a seven-years’ 
sleep. Again the tide began to rise. Ia 1868 
Jay Cooke and J. Edgar Thompon, of the 
Pacific Road; were building the st. Paul and 
Duluth. They wanted to find their outlet at 
Superior City, but the property-owners, sure 
that no «ther place than theirs could be 
taken, refused to make the concessions Jay 
Cooke and bis associates wanted. It was : 
fatal mistake, and out of it came Duluth, 
which Jay Cooke planted on the hillsides 


eight miles from Superior in the face of every ; 


natural disadvantage. Superior’s hopes of 
metropolitan grandeur died again, They 
rose to another bitter disappointment in 1872. 
Jay Cooke was coming with his great Banana 
Belt Line, the Northern Pacific, and the Wal- 
bridges, of Toledo, projected a line to meet it 
at Thompson, thirty miles from Duluth. A 
roadway was graded, but down came the 
panic of 1873, and financial night descended 
once more over the city to be. They have 
been hard days that succeeded. A dwindling 
population in a few houses, living by farm- 
ing, and by eating taxes levied 
on the non-resident property-owners, kept 

uard over the site. It was all they had. 

hey remained firm in their faith that the 
day would dawn when some ruilrvad gen- 
eral would have to put his base of support 
at this point. Their faces have been thinned 
and their forms strained by hard times. There 
is but one fat man in Superior, and he is not 
healthy. The men that met Mr. Villard were 
of good stock from New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, Kentucky, The largest building in 
the town is the sciool-house. The citizens 
never got too poor to educate their children. 
A large owner of Superior real estate let it 
ce two years ago for taxes. He lost heart at 
just the wrong moment. ‘That property will 
within a very few years be worth $100,000, ac- 
cording to the estimate of one of those who 
know best whatisto be done. At last Su- 
perior City’s day has come and the prescience 
ofthose who first pitched upon it, and of 
those who have held the fort ever since,is 
vindicated. The town owners have given the 
Northern Pacific one-third of all the land 
in Superior, amounting to 2,300 acres, with 
two miles of waterfront. The Northern Pa- 
cific will at once continue tbeir main line 
from Thompson to Superior. Thirty mies 
have been put under contract, and, when the 
road is finished in September next,the North- 
ern Pacific will for the first time have a line 
of its own to Lake Superior. 

Cremation in Germany. 
Gotha Correspondence Pall Mall Gazette. 

Amid pleasant fields outside this attractive 
little city stands the famous Cremation Hall, 
with the exception of that at Milan, the only 
one in Europe. The building itself is hand- 
some, is built on classic models and faces the 
ordinary burial ground or kirchof. Before 
describing what I have just seen I will men- 
tion that this crematien hall is of twoanda 
half vears’ date oniy, and was built by an 4as- 
sociation or verein of some of the most 
learned and thoughtful men in Germany. 
Fifty-two persons, tive of whom were wo- 
men, have inthis space of time chosen such 
a form of burial, one body being sent from 
New York. ‘The cost of the mere process of 
cremation is about £5, and the religious cer- 
emony can first be read overthe body. Itis 
unnecessary to say that the Catholic priests 
reiuses church burial to any one electing to 
be cremated. VProtestant pastors, on thecon- 
trary, Willingly accord it. The cinerary urns 
bear the name of one or two Jews. These are 
arranged outside the cremation hall in an 
open portico, and are solid and artistic, bear- 
ing the names of the deceased, ete. Some 
were richly decorated with fresh flowers. My 
guide now takes me into the spacious hall 
where the religious ceremony, whea 
given, isread,and where the body is laid 
before its removal to the receptacle under- 
ground where cremation takes place. I may 
mention that the public are not admitted to 
the ceremony atanytime, only the nearest 
relations ofthe deceased; and that nothing 
is seen of the process. We now, not without 
afeeling of awe, as well as of deepest interest 
on my part, descend by a dark winding stair- 
case into the subterranean chambers where 
the burning is performed. My cuide, with 
much intelligence, explained the process, 
Which is highry elaborate and conducted on 
scientific principles. We see huge prepara- 
tions inthe form of coal, and the burning 
oven, also on a vast scale, finally the recepta- 
cle for ashes. Nine hours of preliminary 
preparation are necessary; and it must be ex- 
plained, in order to remove any feeling of re- 
pugnance on the part of the reader, that the 
body is not burned in flame, but is reduced 
to ashes by air heated to 600 degrees Reau- 
mur. Two hours elapse before the ashes are 
collected—six pounds being usual in the case 
ofaman, four in that of a woman. As I 
have before said the process is not visible, 
and is so scientific that every element of hor- 
roris eliminated. The ceremony takes place 
in silent solemnity, only the nevessary offi- 
cials and one or two near relatives being ad- 
mitted. I think few visitors will -visit this 
cremation hall without being deeply im- 
pressed in favor of «system sv advantageous 
to the living.and,it must be admitted—at least 
of France and Germany—also advantage- 
ous to the dead. Here, as in France, the law 
compels such prompt interment that in many 
cases it has been known to take place before 
the breath bas left the body. tin Algeria [ 
have known personally avictim of this mis- 
apprehension; and my German friends all 
speak to me in Warm terms of the new sys- 
tem as. irrespective of other advantages, 
preventing premature burial. 
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Beer Signs and Bottles. 
From the Philadelphia Record. 

“The man who first put out the new-fan- 
cled beer signs is as hard to find as the one 
who discovered the comet,” said a brewer 
yesterday. Any one of temperance proclivi- 
ties Who will take the trouble to look will be 
astonished atthe number of new signs sus- 
pended in front of the veer saloons. They 
are neat, nearly all of the same design, and 
are rather costly advertisements. The simi- 
larity of these signs strikes a stranger in 
aboutthe same manner as the proverbial 
white window shutters and high stoops of 
this city. Each sign bears the coat-of-arms 
of the brewer, or some design calculated to 
tempt the thirsty wavfarer. The way thev 
came about was this: A brewer had one 
made, and gave it to a retailer. This spurred 
others to do the same thing, and the result 
Was that in a short time all the brewers 
were compelled to give these signs 
out to their customers. Each 
cost from 315 50to 315. Whenaretailer ac- 
cepts one he enters into a written contract to 
return it to the owner when he discontinues 
the sale of that brewer’s beer. There are 
3,000 of these signs hung out in this city, and 
at an average price of $14 each, which is said 
to be a fair one, it is demonstrated that the 
brewers have invested some M2.000 this 
springin these fancy articles. There isa 
great demand for them, and the brewers are 
compelled to distribute them among retailers 
who sell but little, in order to retain their 
custom, as well as among the larger dealers. 
A beer bettler, who — does the larvest 
business in the city, told a Record reporter 
yesterday that every other year itis necessa- 
ry for men in his line of business to renew 
their entire stock of bottles, which are wath- 
ered up by dealers and shipped to other 
cities, where thev are used by other brewers. 
It is estimated that the bottlers of this city 
renew at least 2,000,000 bottles each year.

ee New York Turkish Baths.

The hours from 9a. m. till noon are sa- 
eredly set apait for ladies, and no male mous- 
ter is allowed to hang around the corners 
and alcoves during these divine hours. Hav- 
ing selected her dressing room, the lady dis- 
robes, and, draping her form in a snowy 
sheet, glides along the richly carpeted hull to 
the bath rooms. if shé be a regular bather 
she pauses at the comb and brush room,im- 
mediately outside of the bath rooms, for her 
scrutbing brush. As she is taking down 
her brush fromthe rack onone side of the 
room, the presence of the gen- 
tlemen’s ‘brushes arranged in racks 
on the opppsite side need _ not 
necessalily suggest the startling thought that 
an hour before the room was filled with lords 
of creation,:ndina couple of hours more 
would be filled with them again. In some of 
the pigeon ho es with brushes are rubber and 
oil silk beau covers which look very couquet- 
tish and general y have a bow or piece of red 
ribbon about them. Some ladies use these to 
protect their hair, butas all ladies do not 
grow their own buir these tasty head c»vers 
are notin general use. Entering the bath 
room an attendant, primitively and sparingly 
arrayed in two towels, whisks the sheet from 
the shoulders of the bather and lo! there she 
stands as nature made  =her, except 
the head dress, if she wears one. If the 
bather be a novice she will be somewhat 
startled and bewildered at her own position 
avd the scene around her, made up of over 
half a hundred other women, some plunging, 
swimming, and somersetting in a large oven- 
shaped tank of cold water, with a silver rail- 
ing around it; others reclining or sitting in 
restful positions on marble slabs, and others 
moving around like phantoms in the thick 
steam. The ladies already iu the bath usu- 
ally scrutinize eich new comer, but not so 
much out of curiosity or for the purpose 
uit critci:m as from a kindly disposition 
to ascertain it the new bather is delicate 
and in weed of assistance or advice. The 
regular bathers all cometo know each other 
aud immediately enter into conversation. 
When a gang of girls, full of vouth and life, 
get together they play all sorts of tricks, and 
carry on ata great rate, chasing each other 
around the steam rooms and tumbling over 
each other in the plunge lath, while ringing 
peals of laughter resound all around. The 
needle shower bath that pricks into the skin 
snd sets the muscles and nerves working ata 
tremendous rate is a source of great mirth and 
amusement. The transition froma steam 
temperature of 150 degrees toa cold shower 
falling on the head and shouiders makes the 
most of them literally squirm, scream invol- 
untarily and give expression to pretty and 
piquant exclamations—not classed with the 
profane, but just bordering on the spirited. 
After the firstchoking sensation experienc:d 
on entering the superheated steam rooms hus 
passed, which it generally does after a plunge 
and a tumble and a kicking up of heels in the 
cold water tank. a feeling of-delicious languor 
insinuates itself all overthe svstem,and a lady 
veta into the sweet, holy, beatific mood in 
which she could dream for an eternity... But 
thevdo not do this asa general thing. The 
scene is too animated, and the robust and 
young tear around at such a rate that even 
the shy and_- sensitive are _ inoculated 
with a spirit of horse play, 
and =~. -this finds vent in diving, 
swimming, plunging, singing, reciting dram- 
atic pieces, making women’s _ rights 
harangues, and dancing. The attendants, 
dressed in their two towels, one tied around 
the loins and the other thrown over the 
shoulders, move about directing the scientific 
part ofthe bath, and acting as floor man- 
agers in the bathers’ by-plays. The ladies 
usually take a promenade in the steam room 
as the winding up of the lavatory luxury, 
and soft-skinned women may be seen walk- 
ing arminarm and conversing. When the 
bath is over an attendant leads the bather 
into an outer room, where her fair skin is 
rubbed with ointment, or on the spots where 
there may be pains with alcohol or glycerine. 
She is then rubbed with towels and 
asheet is rolled around her. She is con- 
dueted to an apartment where there are rows 
of pallets. One one of these she lies down, 
and the attendant wraps three or four blan- 
kets over and around her. The operation is 
called packing the Women away. On these 
rows of pallets scores of ladies are in pack at 
a time, and to the bather it is one of the most 
sweetly delicious parts of the performance. 
Having luxuriated here for some fifteen 
or twenty minutes, the attendant comes 
and takes off the blanket and sheet and 
begins to rub, pound, pat, pinch the “*sub- 
ject” all over and around, turning her 
over on all sides and sections until not 
a porticn of the body is left unoperated 
upon. The lady then jumps up and dries 
up her hair on a steam heater, if it be her 
own crop, and consequently with her in the 
bath. If she wants her hair dressed or her 
corns or bunions cleaned up, she can go into 
the barber’s shop and it will be done by deft- 
fingered young ladies. Mrs. Capes, one of the 
proprietors of a Russian establishment, in 
conversation witha Mercury reporter, said 
the ladies did not displav any embarrassment 
at mee tang each other undressed. They might 
betray a timidity the first time, but that soon 
wore off. The ladies acted as ifthey met in 
a store or at some piace of amusement, and 
no cruel or sarcastic remarks are passed. “B.- - 
sides,’’ said, Mrs. Cap: s, to t ,orougaly en oy 
the bath and get all its benetits it is necessary 
to be perfectly nude. For some diseases, 
such gs liver complaint, the benefit arises 
from the steam coming in direct contact with ° 
the skin. Even apart from the sani- 
tary considerstior, clothing is cumber- 
some and interferes with thefull enjoyment 
ofa Russian bath. And, in any case, wly 
should women have any feelings of shame 
when they knowthey ure safely among their 
own sex’ Almost the only time that any re- 
marks are made is when some beautifully 
shaped ludy comes in, and then all the other 
ladies look at her with admiration. It is not 
uncommon for us to bathe as many as sixty- 
five ladies atatime. Sometimes all the la- 
dy members of a family will come together, 
mothers will bring their daughters, fromthe 
little, fat5-year old up to the young woman 
of lS or20, Inever hear any complaints from 
the ladies, except occasionally from some 
tart and sour-tempered old maid—they must 
be old maids from the wav they talk. La- 
dies can have private baths if they desire, or 
can Wear a shirt, but after the second or 
third time they get over this and goin with 
the rest.” 

The Toting Negroes of Alabama.

was the receiptofa letter from Mr. Oliver 
Throop Morton, of Indtanapolis, in reply toa 
letter frome plaintiff’s solicitor, saying that no 
such person as Perry Mortonis living there. 
Justice Sir William Field commended the 
ecunscl’s action and said it had been shown, 
step by step, that the letters put in evidence 
by the plaintiff were willful and gross fabri- 
cutions forthe purpose of carrying out a 
fraud. The jury returned a verdict for the 
defendant and Justice Field, silencing the 
protests of the plaintiff, ordered her to leave 
the court. 


AN AWFUL VENGEANCE. 


Burning a Scoundrel at the Stake Down 
in Georgia. 
Atlanta Special to Cincinnati Enquirer, 8th. 

Last night, in Heard county, near Alabama, 
occurred ore of the most horrible instances 
of popular indignation. Jesse Waldrop was 
burned to ashes. 

Three months ago, in Randolph county, 
Alabama, Dr. Jobn Maéatchell, a prominent 
young pbysician, married Carrie Knight, 
famed for her beauty and accomplishmeust.. 
On the 29th of June, in the joy of their honey - 
moon, Dr. Mitchell was watking up the road 
near his country bome when be bebeld what 
almost paralyzed him with horror. His 
lovely wife lay before hima ghastly corpse. 
Her throat was cut from earto ear, and her 
body was torn with the fearful clutches of her 
murderer. It was discovered that she bad 
been violated and murdered. The 
neighborhood was at once aflame 
with excitement, and search for the cuilty 
wretch was begun. Jesse Waldrop had not 
long been in the county, but there had fol- 
lowed him rumors of bis bad character. He 
was seen on the road neur where the corpse 
was found on the day of the murder. Ia the 
death struggle the murderer had bitten his 
‘victim severely on the cheek and left signs 
that one of his front teeth was out. Waldrop 
had this peculiarity. With these evidences 
search for bim was begun at once, and it was 
found that he had fled. Trained bloodhounds 
were obtained, and from the scene of the 
murder they tracked him _ several miles 
into Georgiu. Here the pursuing party 
heard that Waldrop had passed. Gradu- 
allv tracing him, they arrived at Newman, 
thirty miles from Atlanta, where a ferryman 
described a man who had crossed the night 
befcre, and the pursuers knew that Waldrop 
could not be faraway. At midnight on the 
sd the party reached a house where they 
learned a man calling himself Owen had 
stopped. They demanded to be shown to his 
room, and rapping on it, Waldrop came out. 
He was seized. and after a desperate resist- 
ance bound. He denied all knowledge of the 
crime, and was taken to jail. though the fury 
of some of the crowd demanded his instant 
death. 

Next day circumstances were collected so 
strongly and presented to him that, trem>ling 
with fear, he confessed all, and after detailing 
his damning story,told of a life of crime 
which few police annals can equal. He 
confessed to having five living wives. When 
be confessed passion rose so high that he was 
about to be swung, when some one suggested 
that he ought to die on the scene of bis crime, 
and that hanging was too good for him. Ac- 
cordingly he was left in jail until night before 
last, when fifty men armed but not disguised 
went there and demanded him. The jailer 
gave him up, and the procession started.> All 
along the route people came out to look at the 
prisoner and demand that he should die. Sev- 
eral times the excitement was so great that it 
seemed it would wreak vengeance on the 
wretch at once, but riding by his side were 
relatives of the murdered woman,who cuarded 
him and declared that they had reserved him 
for a sy ecial fate. 

Late yesterday afternoon the scene of the 
murder was reached. Nothing was done 
rashlv: preparations for the execution were 
made with ghastly coolness. Waldrop was 
firmly tied and bound with wire to a stake 
driven on the spot where his victim was found, 
when for the first time his dogged courage 
failed. He pleaded piteously, not for life, but 
only to be allowed to die by the -gallows or 
bullet; but he cried to men of stone, and at 
midnight one of the relatives of the unfortu- 
nate woman applied the torch to the pine 
which, saturated with oil, had been piled 
around him. His screams rang out on the 
quiet country air and the flames lit up the 
scene with lurid glare. The death strugzles 
were horrid, but not a man stirred. Standing 
in a circle around the human sacrifice, 
they looked with stolid indifference at the 
horrid expiation of his crime. From first to 
last the officers made ho effort to save the 
prisoner fora legal doom. If they had it 
would have been futile, for popular passion 
was frenzied. Waldrop was 25 years old and 
aman of good address. 


Honey-Dew from Heaven.

Mr. Jobn Kee, one of our best known and 
most respected citizens, relates the following 
ren arkable incident: It was early Sunday 
morning. My daughter was engaged in 
sweeping off the front porch, when her at- 
tention was attracted by the plaintive cries 
of young chickens and the distressed clucking 
ofahen. The sound came froma pile of 
leaves under some poplar trees in the yard, 
and hurrying tothe spot she found the little 
chickens all stuck up with leaves, rolling 
about, struggling to free themselves, and two 
of the little sufferers were stuck together. 
She picked these two up and, coming 
to the house, called me.. On examination we 
found them covered witha sticky substance 
which seemed to have come off the leaves.

For Murdering All Their Children. 
Geneva Dispatch to the London Times. 


A man and his wife, of the name of Zysset, 
haye just been sentenced at the Mittelland 
Assizes, Canton Berne, to penal servitude for 
life for having murdered all their children, 
numbering either five or seven. They admit 
having put five to death, and there is reason 
to believe that they killedtwo others whose 
births they concealed. Their motive for com- 
mitting crimes so terribly unnatural and re- 
volting was simply tosave themselves the 
trouble and expense of bringing their chil- 
dren up, for, though in humble circumstances 
the Zyssets seem to have been far from poor, 
a considerable sum of money having been 
foundin their house when they were ar- 
rested. The planthey adoptedto cet rid of 
the children was to deprive themof food, and 
when the process of starvation did not appear 
quick enough, orthe little ones cried too 
much, it was accelerated by strangling or 
knocking them on the head. When the jury 
gave in their verdict they expressed regret 
that, under the present law of Berne, the 
Zyssets could not be sentenced to some se- 
i punishment than perpetual imprison-

The Author of the ‘‘Marseillaise.’’ 
CLAUDE ROUGET DE L‘ISLE. 


Born at Lons-le-Saulnier, May 10, 1760. 


> Died in this House on the 27th of June, 1836. : 


Poor Rouget de I’ Isle died in the utmost 
poverty. He never made any money from the 
composition of his widely-eelebrated song, 
nor, in fact. anvthing of any importance 
from any of his writings. 
some very’ clever poetry. all 6 
which is. noW ~ comparatively  for- 
gotten and Wholly eclipsed by 
the fame of his one great and inspiring bal- 
led. Just as Paine will always be remember- 
ed as the author of one song, **Home, Sweet 
Home,’’ though he wrote hosts of others; 
Thomas Dunn English by his **‘Don’t You 
Remember, Sweet Alice, Ben Bolt?” Burton 
iktyes by his “*StarSpangled Banner;’? Hop- 
hinson by his ‘‘Hail Columbia,’’? and hosts 
of others who have written single songs that 
are famous. in like manner no one will ever 
care much to know what else Rouget de 
Isle wrote, save his immortal ‘**Marseil- 
laise.”’ 1n 1827 he wrote the libretto of an 
opera entitled **Macbeth,’’ the music of 
which was composed by Chelard, and when it 
came to be performed at the opera his credi- 
tors, who had quite forgo'ten the unlucky 
poet, brushed up their memories, obtained a 
writ itor his body, and had him 
locked up in the prison Sainte 
Pelaige. From thense he was extri- 
cated by the persistent efforts of the poet 
Beranger in his behalf. Shortly after that 
we find Rouget de l’Isle again at Paris, 
dwellingin a modestly-furnisbed apartment 
in the Latin quarter. Another of his friends, 
Gen. Blein, encounters bim by chance and is 
touched by the deplorable condition of this 
nobleunfortunate. So hetakes the poet uff 
to his own home at Choisy-le-Roi. But re- 
verses of fortune came to the General and 
Rouget de i’Isle was once’more thrown upon 
the mercies of the world. Inaletter which 
he addressed to M. Benchot, asking the latter 
to obtain a publisher for a collection of his 
wo.ks, hesays: “Antre nous, my situation ts 
frightful ana if it is possible to improve it the 
least bit by this means, I see no impropriety 
in attempting it.. My principal object is to 
leave behind me, to my friends and to the 
friends of liberty, a little, a very little, 
monument, Which may attest what it have 
been, what was’ the author of that 
hymn whose notes of fire kindled the hearts, 
ofthat terrible ‘Marseillaise,’?’ cause of so 
many hatreds and of so many calumnie:. He 
was not compelled, however, to quit Choisy- 
le- Roi, for the family of Mme. Amble Tastu— 
a woman of fine heart and a lover of poesy— 
befriended the poet, and extended to him the 
hospitality of their home, as Gen. Blein had 
previously done. There, surrounded by ten- 
der solicitude, the old natural bard had at 
the very ending of his life his moment of tri- 
umph. During the three days of the revolu- 
tion of 1850, the Marseillaise,’”’ suppressed 
during the period of the Restoration, made 
its re-entry inthe world. For thirty vears 
previous it had been downtrodden, perse- 
But once again it 
accustomed effect, that of a thunderbolt. The 
King himself, Louis Philippe, who as a young 
man had sungiton the Republican fields of 
battle, wished to sing it from the balcony of 
the Tuileries. He did not halt there; he 
sought out the author, and, after a short 
time, made him a chevalier of the Legion of 
Honor. A small pension was settled upon 
De l’Isle. This was partly due to the efforts 
of Beranger. But the King soon changed his 
ideas. He conceived a dislike to this patri- 
otic hymn, and the famous war song was 
once more interdicted. Even more, it was 
considered as a sedicious song, andthose who 
amused themselves by humming it were cer- 
tain to find themselves walked away in the 
grasp of a Sergeant-de-ville to the city pris- 
on. Decidedly, this song had no sort of luck. 

Then Rouget de l’Isle died. He was 76 
years of age. Completely forgotten by the 
world, he had no one to follow his funeral 
procession save only some of the workingmen 
of Choisy le Roi. 


Malaria in New England. 
From the Chicago Tribune. 

The increased prevalence of malaria in New 
England has excited the attention of the ho- 
tel keepers in thatsection, who are loath to 
admit it, but cannot denythatit is so. The 
crowth of miasma iu a region which ‘s largely 
mountainous and mostiy wholly highanad dry, 
well settledand cleared and cultivated for 
many years, pvts at defiance all the reorgan- 
ized principles of the medical profession with 
referenceto malaria. In reply to inquiries on 
the subject Dr. Pau! A. Chadbourne, who 
has been a lecturer in medicine as wellas in 
divinity, says that he is inclined to moJify his 
previous impressions concerning the 
origin of malaria. The text-books 
and most of the authorities 
teach that it arises from the decomposition 
of vecetable substances and that such decom- 
position is promoted by an abundance of 
water. Dr. Chadbourne observes that this 
explanation does not account for the persist- 
ence of malariainthe Rocky Mountain re- 
gions, Which are usually dry, nor in New 
England, which, a priori, would be thought 
likely to be entirelv free from its influences. 
The fact is. that decomposition is not hasten- 
ed, but delayed, by a constant and suflicient 
supply of water. Alternate dryness and 
moisture, on the contrary, assist deecav. 
Vegetable substances that are kept 
entirely under water last for years, 
while those that are dried 
and soaked at irregular intervals rapidly fall 
in pieces. This observation does not, as Dr. 
Chadbourne, admits, account for the preva- 
lence of malaria in New England at this 
time rather than at any otber time. He is 
totally unable to account for the sudden ap- 
pearance of miasmainthat section, and be- 
lieves no medical opinion on that subject is 
worth arush. So far ashe can judge itis a 
phenomenon as inexplicable as the epizootic 
among horses, or the Texas cattle disease 
Which was communicated from animals ap- 
parently healthy to others that were sutiaity 
so. The march of malaria at present seems 
to be in a northerly and easterly direction, so 
that it may be expected soon to find a lodge- 
ment among the Canadians in New Bruns- 
wick and Nova Scotia.

All Satur- 
dayinight the little girl endured the agony of 
frequent recurring convulsions, and while 
they were upon her her iimbs were twisted 
up and her eves dilated wildly and protruded 
from ber head in a dreadful manner.

Dr. Wilkinson said to a Herald reporter last 
evening that although be had treated perhaps 
a hundred dog bites, he had never before had 
a case of hydrophobia in his long course of 
practice. Thetreatment adopted was pre- 
sumed by many physcians to be the moat etti- 
cacious known. This little girl, however, was 
so violently affected that it was impossible to 
stay the force of the poison. He said that he 
had never before witnessed such awful suffer- 
ing as hers and he hoped never to witness it 
again.

The first breach in the rampart of Right 
Divine, a pleasant fiction by which the pos- 
terity of certain eminent cut-throats and 
bighwaymon made the whole world their 
bond-slaves, was made upon a pleasant July 
morning just ninety-two years ago to-day 
The peopie of Paris gathered together in the 
forenoon in front of the Bastile and when the 
sun set the most substantial sym)ol of tyran- 
nv which the children of HUGH CAPET had 
riveted on France was asmoldering mass of 
LAUNEY, the Governor, was 
killed, as he would not surrender to the 
canailie. He belonged to the old school and 
could not receive or uhderstand the radiint 
gospe! of the new. In his blind devo- 
tion to bis royal master and in his 
sudden fate De LAUNEY helped to make 
the taking of the Bastile an epitome of the 
struggle between manhoed and blood royal. 
Inthe picture he stands for the aristocracy 
whose ruin was oncofthe incidents, as its 
existence was one of the accidence, of royalty. 
DE LAUNEY thought the people were simplyv 
a mob but the mob grew solurge, so homo- 
yeneous und so well organized, that it top- 
pled over the throne shortly after it had top- 
pled over the jail. The mob was the people 
of France, and in the Reign of Terror it made 
its taskmasters expiate tne crimes of ten 
centuries of oppression. The sack of the Bas- 
tile Was but the first mutteringof the storm 
which lit the next pages of French history 
but which has at last 
passed away, its purpose done, leaving, 
nstead of Despotism, Liberty. he annals 
of the prison itself read in the nineteeth 
century like aromance. it was a peniten- 
tiary chiefly for State and political prisoners. 
The King or the King’s mistres<e+,or the lov- 
ersoftbe King’s mistresses could bury an 
enemy Withinits walls until his hair bleached 
and his brain was addled—could wreck a man 
in short without color of law but simply 
because the King willed it. Whenever a per- 
son Was rash enough to question the virtue 
or the beauty of the courtezans who ruled 
France, to say nothing of the bold blasphe- 
mers who pasquinaded royalty itself, the 
lettre-de-cachet was the ready avenger 
of outraged dignity. The Bastile was 
always full of the best and the bright- 
est Frenchmen. The men whbo = are 
now suiding France to a sure and worthy 
freedom a hundred years ago would have 
been educating spiders or drawing charcoal 
caricatures in its dungeons. cussia, Ger- 
many, Austria, Spain and Ituly,as well as the 
bleak Scandinavian kinzdoms, have the same 
lesson to learn that France learned. 

To-day Paris, bappy and prosperous under 
the Republic of intelligence and equality, 
celebrates the downfall of the Bastile with a 
magnificent fete. The Mursecillaise will be 
sung with zest, andthe memory of ROUGET 
DE LISLE willbe drank ip many a flowing 
cup. Here in St. Louis the children of 
France, clorying in the biessings of free gov- 
ernment, Will keep green to-nicht the memo- 
ry of the sans culottes, whose blood shed un- 
der the walls of the Bastile ninety-two years 
avo watered the tree of Liberty until to-day 
every citizen of the land of vines reposes in

Charles Kring Has but a Slim

The Court of Appeals Refuses Abso- 
lutely to Interfere. 


Chief Justice Sherwood the Only

1 Incessant Efforts of Kring’s Counsel— 


The Slayer of Dora Broemser Will 
Probably Hang To-Morrow. 


The shadow of death banging over Charles 
F. Kring, the murderer of Mrs. Dora Broem- 
ser, was in part removed last evening after a 
hearing upon an application for a stay of ex- 
ecution had been obtained by the counsel of 
the condemned man in Col. Pat. Dyer’s office 
before Judges Sherwood and Henry of 
the Supreme Court. The PosT-DISPATCH 
referred to the efforts made by Messrs. Se- 
ward and Jonesto reach the ear of the Su- 
preme Court yesterday as tie last recourse, 
and Judges Sherwood and Henry happening 
to be intown consented to hear the matter 
latein the afternoon. The Supreme Judges 
discussed the following points: 

1. The Court of Appeals is not a Court of 
last resort in capital cases of this character. 

yo The Kring case upon the 
present appeal has not yet been heard on its 
merits by the Court of Appeals. 

3. That Court, whichis only a half-way 
house, refused to hear the case onits merits 
before the day fixed for Kring’s execution. 

4. The Appellate Court gave no opportuni- 
ty for an affirmance of the Criminal Court 
judgment, pro forma, to enable an appeal to 


be taken tothe Court of last resort—the Su- ; 


preme Court. 

Judge Sherwood desired a written statement 
from the Appellate Judges to the effect that 
they refused to hear the case before adjourn- 
ing for the summer. 

Judge Thompson came over to Col. Dvyer’s 
oftice to state his position and that of Judge 
Bakewell, andthe three Appelate Judges met 
in private conference later in the evening 
touching the advancement of the case on the 
docket. 

THIS MORNING 

at half past 10 o’clock the Court of Appeals 
met. and there was a very large gathering of 
the bar and the general public interested in 
the result of an application to be made by 
Kring’s counsel for an advancement of 
the case on the docket. Ex-Gov. C. P. John- 
son, L. D. Seward, Presiey Jones, J. G. 
Lodge and G.S. Van Wagoner appeared in 
bebalf of the motion which was read by Mr. 
Seward. It set forth that the Criminal Court 
sentenced Kring for execution to-morrow, 
overluied tue motions for stay of 
execution and supersedeas, and of its 
own motion ordered the _ transcript 
to be prepared for the Court of Appeals. 
Tbat Court had overruled a stay of execution 
plior to a hearing of the case on its merits, 
and the prisoner asks now that the case be 
advanced on the docket taken as submitted, 
and an entry affirming the judgment 
of the Criminal! Court be 
made in order that he might at once take an 
appeal to the Supreme Court. 

Judge Lewis—Is the Circuit 
Court? 

Mr. Harris stepped forward and was asked 
by the bench what position he took inthe 
matter. He said: 

“TT object to the advancement of this 
case on the docket. The purpose of 
un appealis not to delay the administration of 
the law, but to secure the rights of the de- 
fendant. The motions for stay of execution 
and supersedeas have been|passed upon by the 
Criminal Court and the Court of Appeals. 
The entire record has been carefully con- 
sidered by this Court, and noshadowof er- 
ror bas been discovered in it. This 
application is mereivy a prayer for review and 
there is no meritin it.” 

Judge Lewis—Do you consent, Mr. Harris, 
to bave the case advanced for decision here 
to-day’ 

Mr. Harris—I do not consent. 

Judge Lewis—The conistitution provides 
that we shall not take up a case within fifteen 
days of the tiling of the transcript “without 
the agreement of the parties.”’ 

Mr. Harris—I refuse on the part of the 
State, andthe Attorney-General objects. I 
om authorized to say this. If I consent to an 
advancement of this case I should be wanting 
in respect for this Court which has already 
thoroughly examined the record. 

Judge Lewis—The preservation of human 
life is involved here, and the defendant is 
anxious to get into the Court of last resort. 
This is no matter of feeling. Anv course taken 
by the Circuit Attorney would not be regard- 
edasaslurupon us, neither would any rule 
of Court tie our hands in this matter. 

Circuit Attorney flarris—The constitution 
provides that there shal) be no stay of execu- 
tion except upon a review of the record some 
substantial error is presented. It has been 
theroughly examined and no erroris found. 

Mr. Lodge—As Mr. Seward. is sick and una- 
able to address the Court this morning 
I wil make. a few remarks. The 
question is Whether this man shall be

to exercise bis constitutional right of appeal. 
On the 2d of July this case came here on ap- 
peal. Onothe sth of July an application was 
made for stay of execution. The record 
has been examined during the heated 
term. but there is no question that it 
has been tberoughly examined. Ina over- 
ruling the motion for a stay of exeention, 
however, this court has deprived Kring of 
his right of appeal to the Supreme Court, 
ynd he will be executed not begging for 
mercy but for adjudication of 
his rights under the law.

The State is not burt by his taking an uppeal. 
He asks that judgment be entered against 
hind in this Court in order that he may go to 
the next. 3 

Judge Lewis—We will retire for a few min- 
nutes to consult. 

When the Judges retired from the 
bench an animated discussion Was 
earried on by all present and it was gener- 
ally admitted that the situation was becoming 
critical for Kring. The Cirenit Attor- 
ney remained = tirm and said that 
he was simply doing his duty. Kring’s coun- 
sel held their beads together remarking that 
the only ray of hope appearedto be ia the 
direction of Judges Henry and Sherwood of 
the Supreme Court, who were sitting in Col 
Dyer’s office” awaiting the —re- 
sult of the Appellate Court's 
action.

Judge Sherwood told 
Kring’s counsel at noon that he would re- 
turn to Col. Dyer’s office at 2 
o’clocx, and in the meantime they 
should endeavor to get a written statement 
from the Court of Appeals to the effect that 
thev refuse to advance the case on the 
docket. 

AT THE JAIL. 

The Kring case is still the one theme upon 
atl tongues about the Four Courts. Whether 
he will get off or not is the one topic, and an 
enterprising pool-seller would reap a rich 
barvest among those who are willing to 
wager their money on the- convicted man’s 
life or death. Probably there never was a man 
across whose face the shadow 
oftbe seaffold fell for whom there 
is so little of popular sympathy. Kring has 
taken the role of ua impudent defier of jus- 
tice and as a consequence he has alierated 
even thatsichly sentimentality which prompts 
feeble-minded women to send flowers to 4 
condemned murderer. Not that flowers 
would be permitted to pass if thev were 
sent in, for everyone whois in anv way con- 
nected with Kring’s safe keeping seems to be 
morbidly afraid that in the desperate fear 
and agony of his lust bours on earth he wil! 
vet cbeut the gallows and die before the liw 
has taken its course. That this fear is we!| 
grounded the oldest men about the jail tes- 
tify. Those who know him longest fear him 
worst. Kringis credited with a profound 
knowledge of toxicology, and it is vet he- 
lieved that he has in his possession the 
means of taking his long leap inthe dark. 
Tbe needle for which the search was made 
vesterday has not been found, and Kring 
inughed at the ineffectual search, partly dis- 
arming suspicion, however, by saying that be 
had several needles which would be found in 
his othercell. He himself does not say wheti- 
er he will commit suicide or notin the event 
of the worst coming to the worst, but 
he bas repextediv said to his friends that he 
would never die upon the gibbet, even if he 
abandoned all hope. The philosophy which 
in his nature takes the place of religion bas 
for one of itschief tenets suicide. Last night 
Kring slept easily. His attorneys called upon 


him and assured him that there would be no 


trouble about getting the stay of execution,and 
the good news scemed to unnerve him even 
more tban the bad had done in the morning. 
Hie trembled like an aspen and became 
Slightly sick at his stomach. His father and 
his brothers called upon him about 7 o’clock 
in the evening and had a long con versation 
with him in the presence of the guards, who 
Watched the conversation with the closest 
possible scrutiny. Of course 
neither attorneys nor relatives were 
permitted to come inside the screen, and af- 
ter his father and brother had left the con- 
deinned man Was once more searched thor- 
oughly tothe skin. The extreme rigor i: 
more than justitied by the character of the 
prisoner and his known deter-aination not to 
hapg.at any cost. 

As soon. as 
cluded Kring filled his pipe again 
and lay down upon his eot, remarking 
that through the present change of weather 
he hoped to get a comforable night's rest. 
Then he slept dreamlessly till early this 
morning when he awoke much refreshed. 
Ilis nerves though are all on edge and. be 
cannot hear the slightest surprise. Ie ates 
hearty breakfast snd passed the morning 
calmly cnough until about 10:15, when ac- 
cording tocustom the Sheriff came into jul! 
to receive the prisoner from the jailer. When 
aun bas been condemned to death. be 4!- 
Wats goes out of the custody of the juiiler 
and into that of the Sherifftwenty-four hours 
before bis death. Kring seemed very much 
troubled about the exchange, but’ did not 
inake apy remarks aboutit furtber than to 
say with a simile to Deputy 
Sheriff Blanenard, “I think you are 
like the windin the story—a little too pre- 
vious.’ Ele sat all morning on the baleony in 
front of his new cell, with a deputy sheriff on 
each side of him, and smoked incessantly. 

At noon the action of the Court of A ppeais 
Was heerd informally at the Four Courts.aud 
it was debated whether or not totell Krinz 
ofthis sudden blow to his hopes. After 
consultation with Capt. Mason it we 
decided to tell him nothing whatever until 
the Supreme Court met at 2 o’clock this after- 
noon, When the resuit will be final, In th? 
Interval nobody, not even bis lawyers, were 
peripitted to speak to bim, and he was ‘kept 
completely ignorant of the serious shape b+ 
case has taken. Kring spent an hour ths 
morning With a Lutheran winister, but it i:

Cornell Again Beaten. 

LONDON, July 14.—The weather at Putney 
was extremely hot. There was a blazing sun- 
Shine and not a breath of air was stirring and 
almost a tropical heat prevailing. The at- 
tendance was small and the spectators unus- 
ually silent and quiet, apparently either tak- 
ing little interest in the race or oppress- 
ed bv the unusual heat of 
the day. The costumes of many

It is a Second Time Consumed by Fire— 
The Losses. 

At a few minutes past 6 o’clock last even- 
ing afire alarm was turned on from box No. 
58,andasecond and third alarm soon fol- 
lowed. Astheengines went dashing along 
the street a constantly increasing crowd fol- 
lowed in their wake, and in an incredible 
short space oftime 30,000 or 40,000 people 
had gathered around the Excelsior Manu- 
facturing Co.’s buildings on Floridi street, 
between Main and Lewis, which were fast be- 
ing destroyed by the springing 
flames. Immediately after the fire 
which destroved the company’s works 
on Sept. 6, 1880, the work of rebuilding was 
commenced, and having been pushed rapidly 
forward the new structure had been nearly 
completed and it was proposed to move in 
and begin operations on Monday next. 

As large forces as could be worked were em- 
ployed yesterday in finishing the two lower 
floors in the south end of the building, the 
floors above having been already completed 
and eccupied by a stock of stoves. Men were 
alsoemployed in building the large smoke- 
stack for the furnaces in the rear of the same 
building, while still another gang was en- 
eavedin erecting and fitting up the system of 
Cowles-Burnes fire-escapes. 

At 6 o’olock last evening the workmen had 
leftthe building and everything was being 
closed up for the night, when Private Watch- 
man Lawrence Kenny thought he would go 
throuch the Lewis street side of the works 
and see that everything wasright. Hehad 
passed over the first and second floor and 
had justreached the third landing when he 
discovered fire springing up from the middle 
of the store-room floor. Running westto a 
window overlooking the court he shouted to 
Anthony Kimball, another watchman, that 
the building wason tire. He was then ob- 
ligedto beata rapid retreat, as the fire was 
vaining headway so rapidly that by the time 
he reached the ground floor it had 
sprung through the’ hatchways to. the 
stories above and was bursting through the 
windows at the sides. The firemen fought 
bravely,and some workmen returning climbed 
up and opened the valves, flooding the floors 
with water. They worked against great dis- 
advantages for the woodwork was so dry that 
it burned like timber. Shortly after the fire 
broke out the wind shifted from the north to 
the west and it took some very severe work 
op the part of the firementosave the build- 
ingsin the neighborhood to the windward. 
Atabout 7:30 the tire-department had the 
flames under control, but not until they had 
destroyed the inside work of the large build- 
ines Which in length would cover nearly three 
blocks. The insurance on the building in 
various compan es amounts [to over 376,000; 
on stock 48,000; machinery ,000, and pat- 
terns $31,000. The loss at present estimated 
will not fall much short of $100,000. No 
theory as to the origin of the fire has yet been 
advanced, and itis attended with much mys- 
tery,as not even a match was’ known 
to be in that part of the building. 
Iluse, Loomis and Co. sustained a loss of 
$7,500 in the destruct on of their ice house 
across Lewis street irom Excelsior Works. 
The ice house,although tronclad,vielaed to tiie 
heat asthe west wall of the main building 
fell. It is understood that Mr. Filley, who is 
largely interested in the Excelsior Manufac- 
turing Company, Wili at once ‘set about re- 
pairiug the injuries sustained.

To-day, July 14, is the ninety-first anniver- 
sary of the day of the Bastile. In Paris the 
occasion will be celebrated with creat pomp 
and display, andthe French who have made 
their homes on this side of the Atlantic will 
observe the day with appropriate displays 
and festivities.

Louis have chose Schnaider’s Garden for 
their grand mid-summer night’s festival. 
Extensive preparations have been made, and 
a programme consisting of addresses and vo- 
eal and instrumental music will be presented 
there this evening.

| RISING FROM THE RUINS. 


Nearing Completion. 


A Reportorial Ramble Through the 
Building This Morning. 


When the curtain was rung up on the last 
performance ofthe Danites at the Grand 
Opera House on the 9th of last April a gang 
of workmen began demolishing the box of- 
tice and lower portion of the theatre. Like 
the last night of a circus, the audience stepp- 
ed out into the open air _ instead 
of passing through the tiled 
vestibule through which they had 


entered. When the house had emptied after 
the performance the calcium lights were 
turned on in full anda horny-handed son of 
toil placed in every space available to handle 
a pick and shovel, The work of demolition 
was carried on night and day until the 
theater was gutted and ready forthe altera- 
tions. The work has progressed uninter- 
rupted ever since. In company with Super- 
intendent Carter a reporter was 
shown thronch the building to-day. 
The  bricklayers have almost completed 
their part of the contract. All that remains 
for thein is to make the alterations for fire 
escapes Which will be numerous and easily 
accessible. The whole interioris built on a 
solid plan, with anchored joist and ironed 
beamsin every portion. It has assumed 
shape and will soon be ready for the finishing 
touches. The flooring of the parquette, dress 
and family circles has already been laid. On 
either side of the stage two 
proscenium and four auditorium 
boxes are in the course of erection. the lowest 
rising about eighteen inches above the par- 
quette. The arrangement of the whole 
interior is not surpassed by any in the country. 
From the center of the stage every nook and 
corner in the tiers are in sight, so that the 
godinthe last row of the gallery can see 
every movement on the stage as well as the 
occupant of a front parquette chair. A pleas- 
ing innovation that will be introduced is in 
the disposition of the orchestra. The musi- 
cians will be seated under the front 
of the stage, easily seen and not ovstructing 
the view. The leader, who sits ona higher 
plane than the other performers,isin full 
view, but the base fiddle and the man who la- 
bors with it will no longer intercept the view 
of the stage. This recess will be surrounded 
byanold goldand silver railing which will 
extend to the boxes. The curtain opening of 
the stageis 56x40 feetand the stage 44x66 
feet. The centre dome, which will have 150 
lights in it, is 12 feet high and 62 feet 
from the  parquette. The immense 
advantage of this and two smaller domes at 
the north and for ventilating is evident. In 
the stage portion of the building every thing 
has been built on animmense scale. Instead 
of one fly gallery two have been built to ena- 
ble them to **put on’? a spectacular play and 
handie any amount of scenery. Messrs 
Noxonand Halley have been hard at work 
onthe new scenery for the Opera House 
and expect to have forty-four pairs in readi- 
ness for the opening of the 
theater, August 29, The gallery 
has been divided into two portions, one 
of which will be furnished with the old opera 
chairs reupholstered and the other with 
benches. The dress circle and parquette will 
be furnished with Andrew’s opera chairs in 
imitation ofleather. Mr. Pat. McGrath, the 
plasterer,has designed some of the most elab- 
orate work ever done in the city. The house 

will probably be opened by Mr. and Mrs. 
John W. Norton, supported. .by ‘John McCul- 
lough’s company. Mr. Cobb, the architect, 
arrived from Chicago this morning and says 
if he is allowed to have 
his plans carried out he will make it the best 
decorated theater in America, and show some 
other managers about the country who insist 
on having their ideas executed, instead of the 
architect’s, What a mistake they have made.

Determined to leave no stone 
unturned to save his life, accordinzly, ac- 
companied bya physician from our town, I 
brought him down to St. Louis and took him 
to Dr. Gregory. The examination lasted but 
a short time, when the doctor produced a 
long whale-bone instrument, with a hook or 
grapple onthe end, and, after putting the 
boy under the influence of chloroform, in- 
serted it in bis throat. That was an anxious 
moment, you can depend uponit, and my 
nerves were strungtothe utmost tension. 
The doctor manipulated the instrument care- 
fully fora moment or two and then drew it 
forth, having on the end the bit of metal 
which had caused us such tribulation.” 

Mr. Stigers showed the coin,which was only 
a triflecorroded. It seems remarkable that 
a mere baby could exist eleven days with an 
obstruction of the kind in its throat, and 
there is no doubt as to its being an extra- 
ordinary escape.

BREEZES FOR BABIES. 


Third Weekly Trip of the Fresh 
Air Mission. 


A Crowded Boatload of Women and 
Children Picnic on the River. 


The third weekly excursion ofthe Fresh Air 
Mission took place this morning. The Uhas. P. 
Chouteau was moored at the foot of Olive 
street promptly at 8o’clock, but the clouds 
threatened rain and the excursionists failed 


to come. 

At 8:30, when the boat is usually two-thirds 
full, there were not twenty people on board 
alltold. Mr. N. O. Nelson was about to 
postpone the trip when the clouds broke and 
the crowd began to pour in in large numbers, 
The boat waited until 9:45, and at that time 
there were atleast 1,200 on board. 

Mr. Nelson, Dr. Kingsley and Co). Carpen- 
ter were on hand early and superintended the 
embarkation. Mrs. Wm. E. Ware, the Sec- 
retary of the Fresh Air Mission, was also 
present and was the hardest worker on board. 
Among the ladies who rendered their aid were 
Mrs. Clara Langdon, Mrs. Alex. Mastbrook 
and the Misses Woodworth. Miss Whitney, 
M. D., a young Jady physician, who studied 
at Leipsig and Zurich and has come to 
this city tw practice her profession, 
was a valuable adjunct to. the _ trip. 
Dr. F. X. Murray, C. C. Eliotand several 
other gentlemen were also present. Mr. Nelson 
was unable to make the trip to-day, and Dr. 
Kingsley was elevated to the rank of Commo- 
dore andput in charge of the craft. 
When the boat pulled out the various decks 
were the scene of much bustle and excite- 
ment. The excursionists were all of that 
class who need fresh air and plenty of it, the 
faces of the children indicating plainly that 
they were the occupants of hot and unventil- 
ated apartments. 

The number of sickly children was much 
larger than on previous excursions, and the 
baneful traces of the hot spell could be plain- 
lv read in the face of nearly all the babies. 
In many cases one Woman brought four or 
five children and carried alarge basket be- 
sides. 

The number of tickets issued for this trip 
was the largest in the history of the Mission, 
and if the weather had not interfered the 
bout wound have been packed. Captain Hueb- 
lerand his men inthe Third District were 
partiefldrly industrious in distributing the 
tickets in the large tenement neighborhoods 
which they patrol. 

There were very few cases of actual 
sickness on board and the doctors had little 
to do. One woman was apprehensive that her 
child had consumption and wanted an exam- 
ination made right then, notwithstanding 
the roar and rattle of the machinery. 

As a general thing the excursionists are very 
orderly and behaved, and to the credit of the 
management it may be stated that neither an 
accident nor a disagreeable incident has hap- 
pened onthe boat during the three years 
which the trip has been made. 

A different programme was adopted to- 
day. The managers decided that only a very 
shert landing should be made and that most 
of the time should be spent on the water. Ac- 
cordingly they will run down thirty-five miles, 
make a short stop, and return at 6 o’clock. 

Refreshments were distributed among the 
passengers, al) of Whom provide themselves 
with lunch baskets. 

The Mission is doing a good work, and the 
physicians all say that the trips are 
most beneticialin checkinginfantile mortality. 
Mrs. Ware bas prepared a circular entitled 
“The Care of Babies,’’ which was distributed 
among the passengers this morning and con- 
tains very valuable hints and suggestions. 
The ladies and gentlemen who were assisting 
her are also deserving of great praise. 
The system of issuing passes and invitations 
to those Whom the managers wish to attendis 
being strictly followed and is very successful. 
Any lady or gentleman who wishes to go and 
is Willing to assist is welcome, but nobody 
who wants toturn the trip into a picnic is, 
desired. Last vear on several trips 
a large crowd were on board who required 
as much attention asthe children, who had 
to be served with meals and who were cener- 
ally inthe way. One young ladv who made 
the trip expressed herself when she came 
back to the effect that she did not think ‘“‘it 
was abit nice. No dancing or anvthing, and 
so many babies and old women.?’’ 

This class of people will not gothis year, 
but workers are wanted. 

Tickets for the nexttrip, which takes place 
next Thursday, canbe procured from the 
policemen onthe beats and atall the sta- 
tions. They can also be obtained at the dis- 
pensaries and from the physicians.
